community. 
Friends and neighbors unite in send- 
ing gifts and congratulations. 
The Chinese in Honolulu 
continue 
their birthday 
customs. 
All day 
yes- 
terday gifts poured in upon Mr. 
Goo 
Kim. 
The 
celebration 
really 
began 
Wednesday evening with the banquet 
served in his honor by 61 of the promi- 
nent 
business 
and 
other 
influential 
Chinese of the city. 
The Chinese res- 
taurant where the dinner was served 
was 
elaborately 
decorated 
with 
em- 
blematic 
panels 
and 
festoons. 
An 
elaborate 
menu was served, 
and Mr. 
Goo Kim was the recipient of hearty 
congratulations. 
Today Mr. Goo Kim will give a re- 
turn dinner to the merchants by whom 
he was banqueted on Wednesday 
even- 
ing. He will also receive his Chinese 
friends at his place of business, and 
Mrs. Goo Kim will receive the Chinese 
ladies at their home on Nuuanu 
ave- 
nue. 


A great deal of poetic sentiment 
is 
expressed In the tokens which Mr. Goo 
Kim received yesterday. 
The centur- 
ies' old custom of celebrating the birth- 
day has a meaning which it would per- 
haps be hard 
for the Western 
civili- 
zation to thoroughly understand. 
The 
very scrolls which are presented, 
and 
there are many of them, as it Is a fa- 
vorite 
custom, are full 
of meaning. 
The scrolls and some of the gifts 
re- 
ceived 
yesterday 
were placed In Mr. 
Goo Kim's office above his store. 
The 
scrolls are In sets, some of them five 
In number, some of them three. 
The 
center one of each bears the Chinese 
character 
"Shan," 
meaning longevity. 
The 
scrolls 
on 
either 
side 
contain 
verses full of historic meaning. 
Promi- 
nent among the emblems Is the peach, 
repeated 
In many forms. 
A panel has 
painted upon It the picture of a very 
old man holding 
in one of hi3 
out- 
stretched hands a peach. About him is 
a noble and a wealthy merchant who 
Is offering him congratulations. 
The 
panel represents 
old age receiving the 
homage of position and wealth. 
The Idea of the peach Is continued In 
one of the gifts yesterday 
of a large 
pyramid of peaches made of pastry. 
At the feast the peaches are given to 
the friends who have gathered. 
Among 
'the gifts yesterday 
was a 
gold-head- 
cane, presented by the Christian, Chl-- 


neso teachers and preachers. 
He also 
received a handsomely-boun-d 
Bible in 
Chinese. Mr. Frank Damon's gift is a 
picture 
of tho old Bethel. 
This 
has 
peculiar significance to Mr. Goo Kim. 
He was baptized in tho uetnei 
mora 
than 
20 
years 
ago by Mr. 
Damon's 
father. 
Since that time he has 
con-- 
tributed larsely and has used hla per-- 
sonal Influence towards spreading 
the 
Christian 
religion among tho Chinese. 
He Is President of the Chinese Y. M. 
C A., has been for many years a teach- 
er In the 
Sunday-scho- ol 
and has 
as- 
sisted In many ways In advancing the 
interests of the Church. 
Mr. Goo Kim 
practically 
maintains 
a 
mission 
In 
China. 
He was also one of tho prime 
movers 
in 
establishing 
the 
Chinese 
Hospital 
In Honolulu. 
Mr. 
Goo Kim 
has the highest respect and confidence 
not only of his own countrymen 
but 
of the community.

"Then it was announced that in 4S 
hours all milk coming from counties 
not adopting the tuberculin test would 
be quarantined. 
The counties did noth- 
ing, and several thousand 
gallons of 
milk were dumped into the bay. 
Hur- 
ried meetings of the interior 
Boards 
of Health were 
and the fright- 
ened milkmen urged the adoption of 
the San Francisco regulations. 
They 
even asked that an inspector from the 
city be sent to conduct the tests at the 
expense of the towns. In Santa Clara 
County. Dr. Simpson of the County 
Board of Health found 20 per cent of 
the cows diseased, and he has killed 
300. 
In no instance 
was a mistake 
foand ia the test. 
"These are not idle facts or figures, 
but were taken from the mortuary 
rec- 
ord of San Francisco, compiled by the 
Clerk of Vital Statistics of the Board 
of Health, and they show that, com- 
paring the deaths from tnberculosis in 
San Francisco for the 10 years, the 
deaths 
for the year ending July 1st 
last showed a falling off of 10 per cent 
over 
other year of the 10, while 
each previous year showed a steady 
gain. 
"Laws are strong powers, but it re- 
mained 
for 
the 
present 
Board 
of 
Health to take the reins in hand. 
Pub- 
lic health in San Francisco has been 
revolutionised. 
Other 
improvements 
than those tending to secure pure milk 
have been made. A most emcient and 
thoroughly-equippe-d 
Emergency

INNOCULATING 
BEETLES. 


How to Treat Them 
Suggestions 
for Beautifying City. 
The Bureau of Agriculture 
proposes 
to issue, from time to time in the Ad- 
vertiser and Gazette, a bulletin in the 
interests of horticulture, 
agriculture, 
vinticulture 
and floriculture. 
This

the first of the series.

JAPANESE BEETLE.

Professor 
Koebele has sent the

insects from Mexico

As 
soon 
as the 
propagate here, he advises that they be 
distributed 
on all the Islands. 
This is what Professor Koebele says 
in regard 
to the 
inoculation 
of the 
Aderatus umbrosus (Japanese beetle): 
Search under the bushes upon which 
the insects feed and you will find some 
dead beetles; use a magnifying 
glass, 
and those beetles that show a white 
line on each of the abdominal 
plates 
are the infected beetles; carefully save 
these and take to the office. Procure a 
quantity 
of the 
live 
beetles 
and 
a 
camel-ha- ir 
brush; 
take the brush and 
rub 
the 
point 
oxer the 
abdominal 
plates 
of the 
infected 
beetles; 
now 
take the live beetles one by one and, 
opening 
the 
wing 
covers, 
pass 
the 
point of the brush under the wing cov- 
ers onto the back of the beetle; place 
each live beetle after inoculation into 
a large glass jar. You can put from one 
to two hundred 
of the 
beetles 
into 
one jar; place in the jar some vegeta- 
tion that the beetles 
feed 
on. 
It is 
very important that the beetles do not 
die of starvation. 
In five or six days 
the beetles will begin to die from the 
effects of the inoculation, and in a few 
days more the fungus growth will be 
plainly seen. During the period of in 
oculation the contents of the jar should 
De Kept slightly damp. When about a 
pint of the infected beetles have been 
obtained they can be put into a box 
about 
IS inches square 
and 
G or 
S 
inches 
deep. 
An inch 
of damp soil 
should be placed over the bottom and 
the infected beetles strewn 
over the 
soil. 
Place 
food 
in the 
box and ns 
many live beetles as can be procured. 
Every three days 
one-ha- lf 
can be taken 
out and a like quantity put in the box. 
The beetles taken out can be strewn 
on 
loose soil underneath 
such plants 
as the beetle feeds on, or can be used 
to start other boxes.

duce an effective solution: 
Unslaked 
lime, 40 pounds; 
sulphur, 
20 pounds; 
stock salt, lo pounds; water to make 
60 gallons. 
Directions 
Place 
10 pounds of lime 
and 
20 pounds of sulphur 
in a boiler 
with 
20 
gallons 
of water, 
and 
boil 
over a brisk fire for not less than one 
hour and a half, or until the sulphur 
is 
thoroughly 
dissolved.

takes place, the mixture will be of an 
amber color; next, place in a cask 30 
pounds of unslaked lime, pouring over

When this Is dissolved, add to the lime 
and sulphur in the boiler and" cook for 
half an hour longer.
